In 1988, records show, 
one employee had 129 lost 
days, another 125.5 lost days 
and a third had 89 lost days. 
In 1987, the same employees 
had 130, 63 and 44 lost days, 
respectively. 

Through July of this year, 
their totals are 127, 5, and 
18.5 lost days. 

In 1988, three employees 
had no lost days, eight more 
less than 5 and six others 
less than 10 days: During 
the same year, nine men 
had more than 20 lost days. 

In 1985, seven men had 
more than 20 lost days, in 
1986 five, and in 1987 nine. 
Already in 1989, there are 
four employees above the 
20-day mark in lost days. 

Warfield said he isn’t sure 
ahout.the amount of vaca- 
tion each employee is autho- 
rized, but each gets at least a week and all 
that time off works makes planning ‘“‘com- 
pletely impossible,” especially since they 
have two hours after the start of the work 
day to call in sick. 


“I don’t know exactly what the answer is, 


“but I know there’s got to be one,” Warfield

Neighborhoods that would be 
affected by the expansion are a 
section immediately south of 
downtown and an area extending 
to 23rd and Monroe streets. Cur- 
rently the district basically 
includes the area surrounded by 
Edison, Niedringhaus, Madison 
and 18th streets. 


City Economic Development 
Diréctor Alan Ortbals presented 
the proposal, which calls for 
expansion of the current TIF dis- 
trict of about 110 acres to about 
223 acres in and surrounding the 
downtown area. TIFs are estab- 
lished to entice business to build 


through tax abatements. Nor- 
mally generated tax money is 
channeled back to further devel- 
opment of the TIF district. 


The only semi-definite plan for 
renewal within the district is the 
possible building of a Wal-Mart 
store in the area bounded by 
18th and ‘20th streets and-Edison 
and Madison avenues, according 
to Ortbals. . 

“We're still hopeful about 
Wal-Mart,’’ sai Ortbals 
“They've told us that they’d like 
to build a store in downtown 
Granite, but they don’t know 
exactly when they'll be ready.” 

Many questions were raised 
about designations on a map of 
the proposed area. The map was 
sent to residents by the city. 

Some people questioned wheth- 
er designations such as ‘“‘light 
industrial” or “commercial” are 
meant to show that the city 
intends to buy all the homes in 
those areas under eminent 
domain authority and tear them 
down to allow businesses to 
build.

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Bliss patient arraigned, 
ordered to county jail

Michael Lewis Parrish, a men- 
tal patient who led authorities on 
a five-day chase that ended Sun- 
day, was srraigned Monday 
afternoon in Jefferson County 
Circuit Court. 

Associate Circuit Judge Robert 
J. Curran ordered that Parrish 
be held at the county jail on 
$25,000 bond, an amount signifi- 
cantly higher than his bond of 
$10,000 before the arraignment. 

Parrish, 30, has been charged 
with two counts of felonious 
“restraint and one count of unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon, said Prose- 
cuting Attorney William L. John- 
son. Parrish is accused of 
holding his wife against her will 
on two occasions. once at gun- 
point, in June and early July. 

Felonious restraint is punish- 
able by a maximum of seven 
“years in prison and a $5,000 fine, 
and the weapons charge can 
bring a sentence of up to five 


years in prison and a $5,000 fine, 
Johnson said. 

He added, however, that Par- 
rish could receive a sentence as 
lenient as.supervised probation 
and counseling. 

Parrish walked away from the 
supervision of Maicolm Bliss 
Mental Health Center workers 
while on a field trip to the St. 
Louis Art Museum on Aug. 22. 

A spokesman for the St. Louis 
County prosecuting attorney's 
office said Monday nothing had 
been heard of plans to charge 
Parrish with the burglary of his 
mother’s house. Two guns were 
taken in the burglary and were 
later found stashed behind the 
mobile home where Parrish and 
his wife lived, just outside 
Arnold. : 

Parrish was captured Sunday 
afternoon on the new Jefferson 
Barracks Bridge in south St. 
Louis County after negotiating a 
surrender with Jefferson County 
detectives. 


::Martin says magazine 
caters to drug culture

WASHINGTON — U.S. Senate 
hopeful Lynn Martin said the 
war on drugs cannot be won 
while Illinois firms continue to 
help distribute a magazine she 
said “caters to the drug cul- 
ture.”” 

Martin, a Republican U.S. rep- 
resentative from suburban Rock- 
ford who is planning to challenge 
Democratic incumbent Paul 
Simon next year, lashed out at 

‘the magazine High Times, a 
‘national publication ‘she said 
‘ apparently condones illegal drug 
use in articles and advertise 
ments. 

She said High Times not only 
carried advVértisements for dru; 
paraphernalia but also list 
‘market quotations” for shop- 
pers seeking to purchase mari- 
juana, cocaine and hashish. 

She told reporters in Peoria 
that magazine stands, conve- 
nience stores and other firms 

“that help sell the magazine 
should quit doing so in the inter- 
est of a drug-free country. 

“Individuals and businesses 
must decide if they want to help 


@guch-publications thrive,” Martin 


said in a prepared statement. 

Martin is preparing her own 
anti-drug legislation just as 
President George Bush prepares 
to announce his own plan after 
the Labor Day weekend. 

High Times, a 15-year-old pub-

District 11 state troopers han- 
died 1,130 calls in July, accord- 
ing to the Collinsville-based unit. 

Troopers arrested 52 persons 
wanted on warrants. Officers 
recovered 15 stolen vehicles. 

For the month, troopers made 
226 criminal arrests along with 
37 DUL (driving under the influ- 
ence of alcohol) arrests and 199 
other alcohol-related arrests 
including illegal ‘transportation 
“of open alcohol in a vehicle.

Martin has already introduced 
legislation that would reduce the 
number of House committees 
dealing with drug issues from an 
unwieldy 54 to just one, ‘‘a kind 
of. buck-stops-here approach,” 
she said 

Illinois Gov. James R. Thomp- 
son has just signed into law a 
bill banning the commercial sale 
of cocaine pipes, scales and oth- 
er drug-related items. 

The state law raised from- a 
misdemeanor to a felony the 
sale of drug paraphernalia from 
an adult to a minor and included 
fines of up to $250,000.

when potential buyers found out 
that the home was in a TIF dis- 
trict. 

“People will be afraid that 
they're going to lose the house 
within a few years if the city 
decides to buy the area for 
industry or something,’* one man 
said. 

“‘At the present time we have 
absolutely no plans to buy any- 
thing anywhere outside of the 
proposed Wal-Mart area,” Ort- 
bals said. ‘The only reason we 
want to include your area in this 
district is because the state law 
says that we can only spend 
money raised in a TIF district 
for improvements within that 
district. We're hoping to raise 
enough money that we can offer 
low-interest loans or maybe even 
grants to people to fix up their 
property.”’ 

“What if our property doesn’t 
need fixing, or if we don’t want 
to fix it up? Maybe we don't 
want to take on new loans or 
have -the city tell us what our 
house is supposed to look like,” 
said one woman. 

“I’m not sure I know what 
you’re driving at,’’ Ortbals 
answered.

“Again, let me say that the 
eity has no plans at this time to 
buy any homes, except within 
that area for Wal-Mart. So, we 
have no set plan for helping peo- 
ple to relocate because there 
really aren’t any homes in that 
area — it’s all commercial 
there. But, of course, if we did 
buy anybody’s home’ we'd first 
have to develop a plan to find 
them a new one,"’ said Ortbals. 

Some questioned whether the 
Wal-Mart plan would ever 
become reality and asked what

Now, Sister Linda is beginning 
her second year of graduate 
studies in social work at Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis. At 
28, she is the youngest member 
‘of the Sisters of Divine Provi- 
dence in the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan area. 

t has been working in the 

Child Development unit at the 
' Ketteler Center of St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center since 1987, but 
Sr. Linda is quick to say that for 
-her it isn’t work. 

“I love people,”’ she. said. 
“People are my hobby.” 

Raised by Catholic parents in 
Madison, Sr. Linda said they are 
responsible for her desire to help 
others. 

“They always had an ‘open 
door’ policy,” she said. “If any- 
one needed help or just needed 
someone to listen, they were 
there.”” 

Her desire to help others moti- 
vated™her to make something of 
herself. Sr. Linda said that, ini- 
tially, people believed the 'doc- 

-tor’s assessment and expected 
little or nothing from her. 

“I believed it, too,” she recal- 
led. 

“I figured — if they aren’t 
going to expect anything from 
me, why should I bother?” 

But. following one of a few 
“rebellious stages, Sr. Linda’s 
attitude did an about face. 

“I knew I had a lot more 
going for me than what they 
said, so I proved them wrong. I 
decided to save the world.”” 

Sr. Linda originally thought 
that “saving the world’’ meant 
working in a Third World coun- 
try, possibly with the Peace 
Corps. But later she decided that 
just wasn’t true. 

“T saw how depressed this 
area was and I realized I could 
do that right in my own back- 
yard,” Sr. Linda said. 

Whilé she has abandoned her 
original plans for the world, Sr. 
Linda is content with the work 
she does with children aged 5 to 
12 who suffer the effects of bro- 
ken homes, behavior disorders 
or other emotional obstacles. 

“Looking baek, I know I can’t 
saye the world but I can make a 
difference in people’s lives,’’ she 
said. 

The treatment is short-term, 
and her religious background 
helps her accept the parting. 

“It's challenging because you 
may never see at kid again.

You just have to take it on faith 
that something good has hap- 
pened to them,” she said. 

Sr. Linda said her religious 
life and her career in social 
work are “‘very parallel’’ posi- 
tions. 

She said that the two became 
intertwined in her search for 
herself. 

Sr. Linda said that following 
her. initial decision to enter the 
convent, she felt she had to con- 
vince herself that her decision 
was right. She attempted to do 
this by spending a ‘‘wild’ vaca- 
tion in Florida. 

“It was really the first time 
that i had decided to do some- 
thing with some conviction,” she 
recalled. 

“I was seared; scared of the 
callirg and scared that I'd make 
the wrong choice.”” 

But while she was in Florida, 
the choice became obvious. 

“The-more I partied, the 
stronger the calling got,’’ Sr 
Linda said. 

“I knew that I had to stop run- 
ning away from myself.” 

Sr. Linda entered the Sisters 
of Divine Providence in 1980, 
took her first vows in 1985 and 
renewed them in the spring: of 
1988. She emphasized that she 
will take final vows in about two 
years. 

“Final commitment no longer 
threatens me,” she said. 

In addition to her work at 
SEMC, Sr. Linda was also active 
in the, 1987 founding of ‘Call for 
Help,” a crisis prevention line, 
and the ‘‘Youth Connection,’

- Consumers shouldn’ t take 


billing errors lying down

You received a bill for some- 
thing you never ordered. Or you 
are billed for an item you've 
returned. Or perhaps you contin- 
ue to be billed for an item you 
have returned. Or maybe you 
continue to be billed even though 
yu have paid the account in 
‘ull. 

Billing errors happen to 
almost everyone. The Federal 
Trade commission reports that 
these errors are far more com- 
mon than companies would have 
you believe. 

What should you do when it 
happens to you? 

First, check your own records 
to be Sure you don’t owe the 
money and that no one else in 
your family made’ a purchase. 
Go over canceled checks to be 
certain you made the payment. 

Then write a_ letter. It 
shouldn't be angry, but it should 
be _ businessli’ and firm. 
Explain that there has beep a 
mix-up, that you do not owe the 
amount demanded, and that you 
expect a letter saying so from 
the company involved. 

Enclose a copy of the bill you 
received, but keep the original 
for your records. File it along 
with’a copy of your letter. 

This often will do the trick, 
but not always. If it doesn’t 

First of all, it is a mistake to 
do nothing more simply. because 
you know you don’t owe the 
money; that is don’t-assume the 
problem will straighten itself 
out 

Assemble your records in rela- 
tion to the bill. If it is for a pur- 
chase you never made, the first 
item in your file will be the bill 


itself. If its is for a purchase you 
did make but have paid, your. 
record might include the previ- 
ous bill and the canceled check 
that proves you paid it. 

If the first letter didn’t help, 
there will be additional bills as 
well. It is sible the company 
will telephone you, and if that 
happens, you should: politely 
explain the situafion and the 
¢ompany’s error. Make sure you 
get the name and telephone 
number of the person with whom 
you speak. Then, as soon as the 
conversation is finished, write 
down the date and time, of the 
call, the name of the caller, and 
what was said. Put it in ‘your 
file. 

If you continue to be billed, 
write anot letter explaining 
why you bélieve you do not owe 
the money. Include copies of all 
pertinent documents, canceled 
checks and the like. Never send 
originals. Insist again on a letter 
from the company or collection 
agency clearing you of the debt. 
Send the letter by certified mail, 
requesting a return receipt. Do 
not initiate any telephone con- 
versations with the company or 
agency itself, because you want 
to have as complete a record as 
possible on paper. 

You have rights: under the 
Fair Debt Collection Practices 
Act of 1977, Under its terms, 
companies cannot threaten or 
harass you in an effort to collect 
bills. 

Federal law requires that col- 
lection agencies inform you that 
you have 30 days to dispute the 
debt. This is an important con- 
sideration. On being contacted 
by a collection agency, you 
should instantly do just that: 
Write a letter explaining that 


you do not, in fact,.owe the mon- 
ey. ‘g 

Collection agencies are forbid- 
den to call you at work if the 
agency has another telephone 
number for ok bars The agency also 
cannot hone ou, for 
instance, oi the middle of the 
night. 

If any of the above..ha| 
and causes you specific mi- 
= es—such as a job loss because 

“constant calls from a collec- 
tion agency—you may pave; a 
remedy in the courts. 


If the disputed amount is part 
of. a credit card bill, you have 
additional rights. You must 
write to the bank or card compa. 
nly in sufficient time that it will 
receive your letter within 60 
days of mailing you the bill. List 
your name, account number, the 
specific charge you are contest- 
ing and your reason for disput- 
ing it. It is a good idea to send 
your letter by certified mail. | 

The card company must 
acknowledge receipt of the letter 
within 30 days, and within 90 
days must determine whether 
the charge is valid or remove it 
from your bill. 

Despite your best efforts, 
some companies will attempt to 
wear you down, hoping you will 
pay the bill- just to make the 
company leave you alone. If that 
seems to be the case, contact the 
Federal Trade Commission in 
your region. The FTC takes 
action against companies that 
fraudulently try to collect money 
from consumers, and against 
ore who do so with excessive 
zeal

AIDS experts predict it will hit 
, this region hard in near future

The St. Louis metropolitan 
area may face a staggering 
problem with Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) in 
the near future. 

“We anticipate rapid escala- 
tion in the next few years; 1991 
to 1995 should be really rough 
years for the area,’ said Don 
Cuvo, manager of the Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis AIDS Program 
(Metro AIDS). 

“It’s hitting the Midwest later 
than other parts of the country,” 
Cuvo said at a meeting of the 
city’s Public Health Committee. 

Alderman Daisy McFowland, 
D-Ath Ward, requested the meet- 
ing with Metro AIDS to update 
the Board of Aldermen on cur- 
rent predictions and possible 
solutions to the AIDS problem in 
St. Louis. 

The city is starting @ program 
with Metro AIDS to fight the 
spread of AIDS in the region. 

Cuvo said St. Louis has been 
touched lightly by the Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), 
which causes the disease, 
because it has yet to infect’ the 
intravenous drug users in the 
community. 

“Infecting drug users is con- 
sidered the root of heterosexual

infection,”’ he said. 

He also anucipates that AIDS 
victims from Chicago could add 
to the St. Louis problem if they 
come back to this area to escape 
various environmental and social 
conditions, such as street life 
and llution, that exacerbate 
the-disease. 

“Individuals from Chicago 
who are infected and sick will 
head back home to central and 
southern Illinois where living 
will be tolerable,’’ Cuvo said. 

Ranked 20th in the United 
States in the number of reported 
AIDS cases, Missouri’s problem 
with the disease is considered 
moderate, CuvoSaid. 

Since 1982,°377 AIDS cases 
have been reported in this met- 
ropolitan. area, state health 
department figures show. The 
majo rity « of these, 247, have been 
reported in the City of St. Louis. 

The figures ,show AIDS has 
claimed the lives of 149 people in 
the city and 76 in the county. 

Metro AIDS figures show that 
10 babies born-in the area within 
a six-month ‘iod tested HIV 
positive; said Brenda _ Patrick, 
who runs the studies for Metro 
AIDS. 

A combination of two studies 
shows 15 adolescents, ranging in 
age from 13 to 19, are infected 
with HIV, she said. 


All three studies were done 
with volunteers, Patrick’said. 


The major question at the 
meeting concerned .the large 
number of people who refuse to 
be tested. 


The numbers of AIDS cases 
and related deaths shown on 
paper do not represent the actu- 
al situation, Cuvo said. 

For ‘a long time, Cuvo said, as 
many as 80 percent of AIDS 
cases were not reported. 

“We've made some improve- 
ments since then, though,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Now, I would estimate it’s 
between 20 and 40 percent.” 


The »latest official count of 
AIDS patients livi in St. Louis 
is 98. But St. Louis Effort For 
AIDS, a support group, has 160_ 
patients on its rosters, hie said. 

Alderman Geraldine Osborn, 
D-15th Ward, and members of 
the panel believe some of the 

neumonia-related deaths, which 

ave increased in the last few~ 

years, actually were caused by 
AIDS. Health officials at the 
meeting confirmed that belief. 


A rise in the numbers of peo- 
ple with sexually transmitted 
diseases, which are reported 
more readily than AIDS, makes 
it likely that AIDS is growing as 
well, Osborn said.

1979 SIUE-national champs planning reunion 


The other day I received a 
truly happy phone call. 

The caller told me I was invit- 
ed*to be a special guest at the 
10th reunion ofthe 1979 SIUE soc- 
cer team which won the school’s 
only Divisien I national champi- 
onship » Cougars beat a very 
strong Clemson squad 3-2 in the 
title game in Tampa, Fla 

That team, I've always 
thought, was the most brilliant 
that Bob Guelker produced in his 
impressive career. He was 95-9-5 
at St. Louis U. from 1959-66, then 

-11 in 13 seasons at SIUE 
before his death in 1986. 

It’s a shame that coach Guelk- 
er will miss being with his boys. 
The tentative date for the 
reunion has been set for Sept. 6 
1 was proud to be a part of that 
team as the SIUE sports infor- 
mation director, a job I held for 
14 years. 

One member-of that illustrious 
team, Don Ebert, who now 
works in Los Angeles, plans to 
We at the reunion. For years the 
dazzling Don held the SIUE 
record for goals in a season 
after scoring 22 that year. And 
there’s no doubt Ebert, who 
went on to a successful career 
with the St. Louis Steamers, still 
holds the record for the quickest 
goal. 

It was in the title game that 
Ebert proved his value by acting 
as a. decoy for Clemson’s 
defense. The Tigers ganged up 
on him while Matt Malloy scored 
all three of SIUE’s goals. 


Assistant coach Rick Benben 
came up with the idea. It was a 
simple plan that could very well 
have backfired on the Cougars, 
but didn’t. Benben’s plan took 
advantage of the bravado and 
almost overbearing overconfi- 
dence of Clemson, a team made 
up mostly of foreign-born play- 
ers. Rick convinced Guelker to 
permit his midfielders and 
defenders to pick up the Tigers 
before they reached midfield. 

The ploy worked to perfection. 
You could see the sheer anger 
on the Tiger players’ faces. How 
dare these boys from. Illinois 
cast all defensive rules aside 
and defy the rules of the game? 

The daring plan worked as the 
Cougars stole the ball and fed it 
quickly to Malloy, who scored 
his -first goal five minutes. into 
the match. The same thing hap- 
pened with 10 minutes left in the 
afirst half and the SIUE players 
took a 2-0 edgeto the -locker 
room, with Clemson’s players 
madder than the devil.
